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Nixon to Have New Prosecutor Appointed 


Nation s Arms 
Alert Relaxed 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nixon relaxed the world­ 
wide alert of 2.3 million J.S. servicemen and nuclear bombers 
Friday and declared “the outlook for permanent peace in the 
Mideast is the best in 20 years.” 
Nixon told a nationally televised news conference he had 
ordered American forces put on alert Wednesday on the basis 
of information the Soviet Union was planning to send a very 
substantial force into the Mideast.” 
He said that threat posed “a real crisis . . . the most diffi­ 
cult crisis since the Cuban confrontation in 1902.” 
Sources said the Air Defense Command went off alert 
status at 2 p.m. and the Strategic Air Command (SAC) bomber 
and missile force relaxed its strike readiness less than an 
hour later. Nixon said the '“norad" alert was relaxed, but 
sources said he actually was referring only to the U. S. portion 
of that command, the Continental Air Defense Command 
(CONRAD). The portion which defends Canada had not been 
pul on alert. 
Earlier in the day. Defense Secretary Jam.es R. Schles- 
inger announced 36.000 U.S. troops in Alaska, Central and 
South America were taken off alert at midnight Thursday. 
But Nixon said substantial troops of both the United 
States and the Soviet Union remained in a stale of readiness 
despite the apparent success of diplomacy in easing the crisis, 
Nixon made no mention of Brezhnev’s announcement that 
Russian representatives’ would be sent to observe the cease­ 
fire. He said he would send civilian observers from the United 
States at the request of the

was willing to send unarmed, 
civilian truce observers to the 
Middle East, along with Soviet 
representatives,

The White House and the 
State Department, both made it 
clear that the United States 
would prefer to have neither 
Americans nor Russians on the 
United 
Nations 
supervisory 
team, but expressed reluctant 
willingess to do so if asked by 
the United Nations. 
The United States maintained 
its absolute opposition to any 
U.S or Soviet participation in 
the U N 's expeditionary force 
composed of military personnel 
being sent to police the cease­ 
fire.The White House said Presi­ 
dent Nixon would be “ willing to 
entertain” a U.N.. request for 
“a small number” of U.S. 
members of the United Nations 
Truce Supervisory Organization 
tUNTSO). 
The United States does not 
yet know how many observers 
Russia may have .sent into 
Etfypt. Moscow said Friday 
some 
* ‘ representa! i ves ’ ’ 
had 
been dispatched. 
U.S. officials were satisfied 
that the Russians were “un­ 
armed civilian personnel." and 
assumed that their presence in 
Eg' pt had been discussed with 
UNTSO. 
A State Department spokes­ 
man said he was not, aware of 
any specific Russian communi­ 
cation to Washington advising 
of the dispatch of civilian 
observers 
but 
said 
“that 
activity was anticipated as a 
result of exchanges (between 
Moscow and Washington) dur­ 
ing the past 24 to 36 hours.” 


United Nations. 
Because of the way the U.S.- 
Soviet agreement was reached, 
Nixon said, the outlook for 
peace between the Arabs and 
Israel “is far more hopeful’’ 
than it had been before the Oct. 
6 outbreak of war. 
“The chance for not just a 
cease-fire ... but the outlook for 
a permanent peace is the best 
that it has been for 20 years,” 
he said. 
Nixon said the U.S.-Soviet 
detente helped cool off the 
crisis. “Without detente we 
might have 
had 
a 
major 
conflict in the Middle East,” he 
said. "With it, we avoided a 
major conflict.” 
The President reiterated1 what 
other officials had been saying 
for the past several days, that 
the United States did not want 
to invite a superpower confron­ 
tation in the Middle East by 
introducing the troops of either 
or both nations, Egypt previ­ 
ously had asked for a U.S.- 
Soviet peacekeeping force and 
the Soviets had indicated they 
might move in unilaterally. 
Nixon said the initial note he 
received from Brezhnev —one 
of the acts which motivated 
Mm to call a midnight National 
S e c u r i t y Council meeting 
Thursday —was “very firm and 
it 
left very 
little to the 
imagination of what he inten­ 
ded.” 
He said he replied with a 
“very firm” note which “left 
little to the imagination about 
how we would react” if the 
Soviets insisted on carrying 
through their intention to send 
troops into the Mideast to 
'police the1 cease-fire — with or 
without U.S. participation in 
such a mission. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D- 
Wash . on Thursday called 
Brezhnev's note “brutal and 
threatening." Nixon at first 
said it would not sene the 
national interest for him to 
c h a r a c t e r i z e it, but then 
thought better of it and settled 
on the world “firm.”

Brezhnev disclosed on Friday 
that the Soviet Union has sent 
*"representatives” to the Middle 
East at Egypt's request and 
said he hoped the United States 
would do the same. 
He told a Congress of World 
Peace Forces the Kremlin had 
acted on a request by President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt for big 
power envoys to ' observe the 
fulfillment" of the U.N. Secur­ 
ity Council’s cease-fire resolu­ 
tion.Brezhnev did not specify 
whether the persons sent to the 
war zone were civilian or mili­ 
tary. but diplomatic sources 
with close Soviet 'Connections 
said they were in ' civilian 
clothes."

speculation that Soviet military 
forces had been sent to police 
the cease-fire The contingent 
numbered about 160 men and 
has an observer mission, they

The Communist party general 
secretary declared that Thurs­ 
day’s U.N resolution to send a 
peacekeeping force to the war 
zone _ without either Soviet or 
American troops — was a 
“ helpful decision and <wei hope 
that it will play Its part.” 
The speech referred to the 
advantages of U.S.-Soviet de­ 
tente and gave no suggestion 
that the Middle East war had 
endangered the detente policy 
The Kremlin announcement 
on the dispatching of “repre­ 
sentatives" came one day after 
U.S. armed forces were put on 
a worldwide alert over uncer­ 
tainty about Soviet intentions in 
the Middle East. While Brezh­ 
nev was speaking, the U.S. 
alert was being phased down. 
In an apparent reference to 
the alert. Brezhnev said it 
would have teen more appro­ 
priate1 to pursue a "more re­ 
sponsible. honest and construc­ 
tive approach.” 
“Actions undertaken in cer­ 
tain circles of NATO countries 
in recent days — such as an 
artificial heightening of pas­ 
sions through dissemination of 
various kind of fantastic In­ 
ventions on the intentions of the 
Soviet Union in the Middle East 
cannot favor such coopera - 
Brezhnev said 
He accused .Israel of taking 


an ‘"adventurist course” and 
flaunting the U.N. cease-fire 
call. In an indirect stab at the 
United States, he added. "Ap­ 
parently 'Outside patronage had 
something to do with it.” 
Brezhnev’s s p e e c h to the 
200 delegates from 144 nations 
attending the peace conference 
had originally teen scheduled 
for Thursday but was post­ 
poned without explanation. 
Referring to the U.S.-Soviet 
detente of the past two years, 
Brezhnev stated: 
‘"The danger of a worldwide 
nuclear missile war which first 
loomed over mankind hack in 
the second half of the 1940s has 
begun to recede, while the pros­ 
pects for maintaining world 
peace are becoming tetter and 
more reliable than ttev were 10 
or 12 year» ago. That is some­ 
thing we can sav quite definite­ 
ly.”The Soviet Communist party 
leader referred1 to the imminent 
start of East-West talks in 
Vienna on reducing military 
forces in central Europe. 
Brezhnev said foreign as well 
as national forces should he af­ 
fected by the cuts, and he 
added that the Soviet Union 
"would be ready for realistic 
steps in this field as early as 
1975”

Pennsylvania 
Leads Nation in 
Flood Program 
HERSHEY, 
Pa. 
(AP)- - 
Pennsylvania leads the nation 
in participation in the federal 
flood insurance program, the 
state Association of Boroughs 
was told here Friday. 
Theodore R Robb, regional 
administrator for the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment. said 50 per cent of 
the communities in this state 
which have teen designated as 
flood prone are now enrolled in 
the program. 
He said the percentage was 
“far and away” the greatest of 
any other state. 
Robb is involved in the ad­ 
ministration of the program in 
the five-state Eastern Region 3. 
Flood Insurance, subsidized 
by the fpderai government in 
cooperation with the insurance 
industry, provides up to 117.500 
for property damage and 45.000 
for personal losses to home­ 
owners in the event of a flood, 
while businesses can receive up 
to $30,000 in damage com­ 
pensation and $5,000 for losses. 
Only communities designated 
as being in flood prone areas 
can enroll in the program, and 
then only If the government de­ 
termines that they have follow­ 
ed 
good 
land 
management 
procedures to prevent flooding, 
Robb explained. 


Bork Will Name 
Cox Successor 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—-President Nixon said Friday night 
he will have a new special Watergate prosecutor appointed 
next week, but served notice that all presidential documents 
would be kept secret and foresaw no chance of being sued 
for them in federal court. 
The successor to Archibald Cox, he said to be named by 
acting Attorney General Robert H. Bork -would be independ­ 
ent and would have “total cooperation” from the administra­ 
tion.In a free-swinging, 38-minute news conference telecast 
live from the White House east room. Nixon expressed hope 
that Congress would reject a drive led by liberal Democrats 
to create a new special prosecutor's office responsible to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica rather than to the Justice De­ 
partment. 
Under repeated questioning, the president declared he had 
no intention of resigning. As for his emotional state after a 
week of severe crisis at home and abroad, Nixon smiled and 
said: “The tougher it gets, the cooler 1 get.” 
He acknowledged that the public’s confidence in his leader­ 
ship might have been shaken, but he blamed much of the 
recent turmoil on night after night of “frantic, hysterical re­ 
porting'’ on the television networks. 
Nixon said the difference between the nation’s current 
domestic troubles and those of the past was “the electronic 
media,” which he said had produced “outrageous, vicious” 
and distorted reporting of the likes he had not seen in 27 
years in public life.

United Auto Workers and Ford 
Motor Co, reached tentative 
agreement Friday on a three- 
year contract that reportedly 
includes retirement after 25 
years for Ford’s 9.000 foundry 
workers. 
Sources indicated the last 
major roadblock to settlement 
was a voluntary overtime plan, 
a provision the union won ear­ 
lier in the industry pattern con­ 
tract with Chrysler... 
No one would discuss the 
plan, but it is believed to be 
similar to the Chrysler pack­ 
age. which limits mandatory 
overtime to one hour daily and 
two consecutive Saturdays., ex­ 
cept during model changeover. 
Ford said the average worker 
logged nine hours overtime per 
wepk this year 
“We’re satisfied with the con­ 
tract,” said UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock. “1 think 
we re pleased. But we would 
not have accepted it if we did 
not think it was acceptable to 
Ford workers.” 
The union’s 200 member Ford 
Council was to meet Tuesday to 
consider the package, the union 
said. If the council approves 
the pact, it will go to the 97 
bargaining units for member­ 
ship ratification. 
Woodcock said he did not 
know .how long that would take.

000

Butz Denounces Cox for Tying Him to Possible Scandal

Butz allegedly tried in the 
spring of 1972 to pressure then- 
FTC chairman Miles Kirkpa­ 
trick into dropping an investi­ 
gation of a 1969 acquisition by 
Heublein Inc. of United Vint­ 
ners Inc., a California wine 
growing cooperative represent­ 
ing some 1,600 farmers. 


The Star-News said that the 
matter had teen turned over to 
Watergate investigators in Au­ 
gust before Cox was fired by 
President Nixon. 
"This to evidence that Cox' 60 
young attorneys are fishing 
around for anything." Butz 
sa idHe denounced what he called 
“the trial by headline tech­ 
nique'" which he accused the 
press, the Ervin Committee and 
the Cox investigators of em­ 
ploying. 
' I did not try to impede the 
FTC action ! simply made my 
position 
clear.” 
Butz 
told 
newsmen at the " Cow Palace" 
arena where he addressed the 
Commonwea 1th Club. 
The Star-New* said Butz 


implied in his meeting with 
Kirkpatrick that the FTC probe 
of the merger would hurt 
President Nixon’s re-election 
campaign in California. 
Buiz, however, said he called 
Kirkpatrick’s attention to “the 
predicament of toe wine grow­ 
ers” who had told him if the 
merger with Heublein were

Everything In life moat worth while has a 
price — and every man is required to make 
a down payment. Freedom is one of man s 
most precious possessions, yet freedom is 
never free: somebody has to pay for it. And 
the down payment is the hardest one to 
meet. 
It is not enough that all men are created 
free and equal They must be kept free and 
equal. Wherever there are free men. there 
are other men who paid the price. A woman 
met a friend she hadn't seen for months 
and said to her: "‘Why, Mary, you’re 
looking fine. It must be that your husband 
isn’t mistreating you the way Hp used to." 
"No," replied Marv, “he isn’t." 
"Well, I guess that shows his heart is in 
the right place.1" * 
"It certainly does," said Mary. "And his 
legs. too. He's in jail." 
Whatever freedom we enjoy, someone 
has paid the price. A down payment is 
required for any success After a concert 
bv the pianist Jose Iturbi, a young man 
eager to study music asked the artist how 
much .it would cost to become a master of 
the piano. He replied: "I don’t know the 
total cost, but the down payment is eight 
hours of practice each day” 
Most of the benefits mankind enjoys were 
not bought and paid for in a lump sum. A 
great down payment was made and left as

"unfinished 'business." We live our life on 
the installment plan, with each new 
generation contributing to human u elfare. 
Every major achievement in the history of 
mankind has come through pioneers who 
made the initial down payment. Louis Slot- 
tin, one of the atomic scientists who gave us 
the atom bomb, made the first down 
payment on that discovery with his own 
life. Every* now and then settlers in the 
West in clearing their land would uncover 
human skeletons — grim evidence of the 
down-payment early pioneers had to pay 
for American expansion. 
And on a lonely hill outside Jerusalem 
2000 years ago a Man of Nazareth made the 
greatest down-payment ever paid for 
humanity — sufficient for all time — and 
all churches since have kept up the interest 
payments. It is the down payment that 
matters most. 
In mid-afternoon of August 29, 1948. 
residents of Winona. Minnesota, were busy 
taking laundry off the lines and fastening 
window's as a summer storm moved into 
the area.

Twenty seconds 
later the plane shattered under the impact 
of the high winds and disintegrated in the 
air.

Of Cuba Missile Situation

Brezhnev suggested

overheated, exaggerated, that 
this was no time for hysterical 
reactions to events. It wasn’t.

He already 
had sent ‘‘representatives” toj 
Egypt at its request, and hoped 
the Americans would do like- i

significant Soviet force would 
be sent, while still not looking 
as if he’d backed down. 
To persist in a tough stance 
and try to stare down Washing­ 
ton’s precautionary alert with 
its clear warnings could, at the 
least, wreck the detente. To 
back away could pose political 
problems. 
What Brezhnev seemed to do 
was take the speech he was to 
give Thursday, do a bit of care­ 
ful editing and proceed to ease 
the 
tension,

whole structure of his foreign 
policy from crumbling. 
How much Brezhnev wants 
the detente and what it can 
mean in terms of economic 
benefits has been abundantly 
clear, and in his Friday speech 
he noted he still expected a 
1974 visit from President Nixon 
and hoped for development of 
new steps toward peaceful rela­ 
tions with the Americans.

To Handle Growing Nursery Business 


Hugh F. Kelly Jr., Grosser

Township, has 'been teaching 14 
years. • 
First he taught «seventh grade 
science and mathematics and 
later became head of a depart­ 
ment at Daniel Boone High 
School. 
But this year' he’s teaching 
•omething different — land­ 
scaping — to any ■ interested 
homeowner that visits his new 
nursery business by his home. 
Kelly hopes his new students 
will successfully learn to raise 
the trees, and shrubs he sells 
and make his business per­ 
manent in the area. * 
“ It was a big step, giving up 
teaching after 13 years to go 
into landscaping,” he said. 
“ But my part-time nursery 
business was growing so fast I 
had to decide between teaching . 
and landscaping.” 
Kelly lived on his parents' 
farm on Grosser Road all his 
life. Ever since he can remem­ 
b e r. 
he’s been growing 
everything from, small plants to 
transplanted trees on the farm. 
After graduating from Royer- 
town High School, he attended 
the University of Pennsylvania 
where he earned a bachelor 
degree in science, “ I worked 
my wav through Penn on a 
Navy scholarship." he said, 
“ and after I graduated I .served 
as 
gunnery officer for a 
destroyer in the Mediterranean 
for three years.” 
■ In l%0 he was discharged 
from the Navy and started 
teaching at Daniel Boone “ I 
didn't, plan to be a teacher but 
they were badly needed and I 
took courses as I taught.” 
He earned a master’s degree 
in science from Temple Univer­ 
sity as well as his teaching cer­ 
tificate and became head of the 
school, district's science depart­ 
ment. 
• 


But all the time he was 
teaching he was growing plants 
as a hobby. “ A year after I 
begam teaching. I married 
Judith. Stauffer and we built a 
home on a wooded area of my 
father’s farm,” he said. 


“ I began growing Christmas 
trees on our 15-acre part of the- 
farm and began selling them in 
1965.” Kelly’s father-in-law has 
a greenhouse attached to his 
home and six years ago Kelly 
began propagating plants and 
shrubs in the greenhouse, along 
with growing trees of all kinds 
on his land. 


“ Then, in 1971,1 started land­ 
scaping for people,” Kelly said. 
" I ’ve alwavs been good at 
growing things and I learned 
something about construction 
from making frequent repairs 
to the barn on our farm. My 
father-in-law is an architect so I 


learned something of architec­ 
ture from him. I’ve read a lot of

years." With this backbround 
and experience, Kelly began 
seriously building a land 
scaping-nursery business, 
culminating in the' construction 
of a garden center at his nur­ 
sery last year. 


“ We have a beautiful setting 
here in the middle of a gorgeous 
woodland," he said. " I built my 
house and my nursery on the 
nicest spot on the farm. ’ ’ 


By mid-summer. Kelly 
decided he couldn't keep up 
with the business on weekends 
and after school, so he quit his 
teaching job. “ I credit my wife 
with encouraging me to take the 
plunge. .She handles most of the 
garden center and does the 
paperwork and keeps the 
books.** 


Since Kelly grows all of- the 
plants, shrubs and trees on his 
own land, he feels especially 
qualified to advise other people 
to raise plants 
Everything I sell I work with 
myself," he said. “ I think that 
gives me an advantage over 
people - who don’t use what 
they’re selling.” 
Kelly’s tw’o sons, Todd, a fifth 
grader at the Boyer town 
Elementary School, and Brian, 
a fourth grader at the same 
school, help their parents run 
the business by watering the 
plants and helping with other 
chores.

Prizer amplified that view by 
charging the Stowe units were 
erected with “ an absolute 
mínimum of expenditure for 
building materials nr design ” 
Prizer said the land originally 
was owned by Bard W Ludwig 
and I960 a subdivision plan was 
prepared and approved by the 
township which laid out the 41 
acres for single family homes 
“ It was on this basis, and the 
verbal assurances from him 
that the land would be 
developed with single family 
homes, that 1 and many others 
purchased homes there.

Recipe for making quick bread

Scottish cuisine is famous 
for a quick bread called 
scones — a biscuit usually 
tricornered 
t h a t 
tastes 
marvelous with a cup of hot 
toa. Quick breads are so 
called 
because 
the 
time 
needed to prepare them is 
short compared' with yeast 
breads. Quick breads use 
baking 
powder or 
baking 
soda and cream of tartar 
for 
leavening 
instead 
of 
yeast. 
Some 
recipes

scones call for baking on 
a griddle, others call for 
baking in the oven. 
Soones, like most quick 
breads, m ay be made with 
either a little shortening or 
a good deal.
